NO MORE JURY TRIALS 
_ FOR ACCUSED IRISHMEN 


‘Broadest Powers Given to 
the Military—Immediate 
Result Likely to Be an 
Increase of Disorders.

London, August 2.—A new Irish 
bill which carries, beneath a cam- 
ouflage of “for the good of Ireland” 
clauses, a distinct threat of martial 
law, with more power to the mili- 
tary and civil forces of the empire, 
is now before pariiament, having 
been accepted by the cabinet. 

After somewhat of an extended 
discussion in the cabinet, the new 
bill emerged in the form in which 
it will be presented to parlament 
on Thursday, when it will, without 
doubt, bring’ about one of the most 
momentous debates in the history 

the Irish trouble. It has already 
beén submitted in a “dummy” form, 
as a preliminary test, to sound out 
the house. 

There was an exceedingly bitter 
debate within the cabinet itself 
when the new bill was first dis- 
' cussed, and it was not finally ac- 
cepted until those who forced it 
through agreed to more concilia- 
tory action as soon;as order is re- 
stored throughout Ireland. 

The measure, as approved, abol- 
ishes the highly farcial “trial by 
jury,” which means nothing in Ire- 
land under the: present court sys- 
tem, and substitutes a high court 
under the presidency of a high 
court judge, who will be assisted 
by the military and civil authorities 
both at London and Dublin. 

Widest Powers Granted. 

i The widest precautionary powers 
are granted military authorities for 
the prevention of incipient disor- 
ders, and the cvil authorities are 
backed to the limit in their rights 
to dispose of cases brought before 
them, 
_ The bitterest kind of opposition 
is anticipated when the program 
comes up in commons on Thursday. 
‘The. laborites and Irigh nationalists 
will furnish a great deal of the 
strénuous attacks on the measure. 
- On the other hand, the new bill 
had enlisted the support of such 
conservatives as Lord Robert Cecil 
and Herbert H. ‘Asquith, who. wil 
reinforce the coalition strength, o 
this one issue. 

It is understood that the iabor 
unions Have agreed to permit no 
strikes as protests on the new act- 
ion. In Downing street circles it 
ig admitted that the immediate re- 
sult of clapping down martial law 
in Ireland will be a noticeable in- 
erease in disorders and outrages, 
but it ig felt that with their new 
powers, the military and. civil 
forces will soon be able to wipe out 
the disturbing elements, eventually 


restoring peace. 
BATTLE FOUGHT 
IN COUNTY LIMERICK. 

Dublin, August 2.—Details of a 
fight which assumed the dimensions 
of a small battle at Bruree, county 
Limerick, today are given in an 
account issued by general head- 
quarters. Fifty armed men arnbush- 
ed a patrol of military cyclists con- 
sisting of an officer and five men. 
One of the men was seriously 
wounded, but owing to the intensity 
of the attacking party’s fire his 
comrades were unable to assist him, 

The raiders reached the wounded, 
man, seized his rifle, and used his 
body as cover. This prevented the 
soldiers from firing effactively and 
the struggle lasted for half an hour 
before they were able to rescue the 
wounded man and drag him to a 
cottage. Surrounding the cottage 
the raiders poured in a heavy fire. 
The soldiers’ ammunition ran short, 
and one of them, disguising himeeif 
as a civilian ran for reinforcements 
at the arrival of which the raiders 
fied. Pursued by the soldiers into 
the center of the village, they re- 
turned and resumed firing. A school

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COX NOT MEDDLING 
IN STATE FIGHTS 


Governor Says His Policy 
Will Be One of Non- 
Interference in Demo- 
cratic Primary Contests. 


- To Place All Ireland 


Dayton, Ohio, August 2.—A policy 
of non-interference in state demo- 
cratic primaries was announced to- 
day by Governor Cox, the democrat- 
ic presidential candidate. He stated 
that he had been asked to take a 
stand in the Texas primary fight, 
in which former Senator Bailey is 
involved, and had refused. 

“It is neither my province nor my 
desire,” said a statement by the 
governor, “to interfere in any way 
with the Texag situation. It is a 
matter for the democrats of the 
state. That has been my attitude 
from the outset.” 

Governor Cox explained that this 
was a uniform policy, applicable to 
all states. The governor said he 
had receiyed many telegrams and 
letters urging him to aid the op- 
posing Texas factions, and that 


newspapers on both sides had been 
claiming his support. 
Letters About League. 

Receipt of letters from many re- 
publicans as well as democrats urg- 
ing a strong position for the league 
of nations was announced by Gov- 
ernor Cox, after a busy day going 
through his mail and completing 
Saturday’s program for his notifi- 
cation, 

More than half of his letters, both 
here and at the Columbus execu- 
tive office, Governor Cox said, dis- 
cuss the league declarations of Sen- 
aor. Harding, his repubilican oppo- 
nent. 

“Many are from democrats,” said 
Governor Cox, “and state that they 
see a fine opening. Many others 
are from republicans and it cer- 
tainly looks as if the independent 
republican vote which has followed 
with great interest this whole 
league question, is thoroughly dis- 
satisfied.” 

The governor spent several hours 
today in his newspaper office here, 
working on correspondence and aft- 
er @ personal visit to the Montgom- 
ery county fair grounds, where he 
will speak next Saturday, approved 
a brief program. While carpenters:

into place, the Governor and J. 
Sprigs McMahen, chairman of the 
local arrangements committee, went 
over the amphitheater, counting 
seats, discussing plans for extra 
accommodations and for sound am- | 
plifiers.-to carry the governor's 
voice to all parts.of the grounds.

The program. calls for introduc- 
tion by Chairman McMahon of the 
Rev. William Hale, of the Re- 
formed church of this city, to de- 
liver the i cation, The notifica- 
tion address of Senator Joseph T. 
Robinson, of Arkansas, chairman of 
the San Francisco convention, will 
follow, and Governor Cox then will 
deliver his acceptance address. 

The Rev. Martin Neville, of Holy 
Angels’ Roman Catholic church, is 
to deliver the benediction. Dr. 
Hale is a*republican and _ close 
friend of the governor. Father Ne- 
ville officiated at the marriage of. 
the governor's daughter to D. 
Mahoney. 

Chairman McMahon said he was 
expecting a very large crowd Sat- 
urday. Visiting delegations will 
form in the city, march at once 
to the fair grounds about a mile, 
and be reviewed by Governor Cox 
from the speakers’ stand, while 
marching up the race tracks to seats 
in the amphitheater. The “Cox 
band” from Piqua, Ohio, will head 
the perade and also be given a 
place close to the speakers’ stand 
to play “Ohio,” the San Fraacigco 
battle song, upon conclusion of 
Governor Cox's gddress.

Howard Figg, Assistant 
to Palmer, Says Manu- 
facturers and Jobbers 
Are Involved. 


Washington, August 2.—Howard E. 
Figg, assistant to the attorney gen-: 
eral in the enforcement of the 
Lever law against profiteering, 
charged today that m->- -facturers 
and job rs of wearing apparel were 
attempting through carefully pre- 


pared propaganda “to stampede re- 
tailers .nd thé public into a renew; 
ed fictitious demand” for clothing 
and thereby force prices higher. 

“The department of justice,” said 
Mr. Figg, “is fully advised of the 
s@éveral phases of this carefully 
planned campaign and it only re- 
mains to fix personal responsibility 
before yg Sy Paha criminal pro- 
visions of the ver law.” 

In a formal statement, Mr. Figg 
charged that the manufacturers and 
jobbers were circulating propa- 
ganda “similar to that used to 
mulct the public during the recen, 
speculative conditions.” 

“This speculative market,.”. Mr. 
Figg continued, “toppled by its own 
weight last spring when the public 
refused to, or could not, buy at yo 
unconscionable prices asked or 
wearing apparel.’ 

“Manufacturers and jobbers are 
even going to the length of ‘guar- 
anteeing’ the retail trade against a 
declining market,” Mr. Figg said. 
“These ‘guarantees’ are being given 
very generally and seemingly in 
furtherance of a concerted plan, de- 
spite the wording of the Lever law 
fixing severe penalties for conspir- 
acy to exact excessive prices for 
a: necessaries.”

CUNFIDENCE IS SHOWN 
IN PARK COMMISSION 


Personal Attack Is Made 
Upon Minister by Coun- 
cilman Alvin Richards, 
Who Refers to Recent 
Resignation. 


Fighting Talk Is Used 
By Dr. Caleb A. Ridley 


In a sensational letter ad- 
dressed to the City Editor of The 
Constitution, Dr. Caleb A. Ridley 
has declined an invitation to ac- 
company Councilman Charles T. 
Bailey and a reporter on a trip 
of inspection to the various city 
swimming pools. The declina- 
tion of the minister is based 
upon the grounds that it would 
be “impractical” to accompany 
Mr. Bailey on sucha trip, in view 
of statements made by the city 
official in the afternoon papers, 
which Dr. Ridley declares are 
based upon “misinformation or 
reckless disregard for the truth.” 

The letter of the minister is 
given below: : 

“City Editor, Constitution: 

“The afternoon paper carries 
a statement from Mr. Bailey re- 
garding my sermén which makes 
it impracticable for me to ac- 
company him on an Inspection 
tour tomorrow’ evening. He 
might say to me what he says 
in the paper, in which event one 
or the other of us might need a 
bath, either in the pool or at 
home. Mr. Bailey ‘is either mis- 
quoted, misinformed, or very 
reckless with: truth. 

“Respectfully, 
“C. A. RIDLEY.”

Dubbing the statements of Dr, 
Caleb Ridley regarding the immor- 
ality alleged to abound about. the ‘ 


'swimming pools of the city at night 


“malicious lies,” and declaring that 
Dr. Ridley was aware of the fact 
that they were lies when he made 
his accusations Sunday night in a 
sermon, C. T. Bailey, chairman of 


the park committee of city council 
of Atlanta, addressed council Mon- 
day afternon with a vigor that 
aroused the entire body against the 
minister’s accusations. 

A resolution, expressing confi- 
dence in the park boafd and park 
management, and stating the belief, 
that the statements of Dr. Ridley 
were “conceived only in imagina- 
tion and uttered without the slight- 
est- foundation of truth,” was 
unanimously adopted by the session 
of the council. 

The outburst’ of resentment 
against Dr. Ridley's’ imputations 
arose after Mr. Bailey had request- 
‘ed—and had been granted—the use 
of a city automobile at night until 
10 o’clock for the purpose of con- 
tinuing his nightly visits of inspec- 
tion to the swimming pools of the 
city. . ~ 

Chairman Balley Replies. 

It was then that the park chair- 
man asked the floor on point of 
personal privilege, and replied to 
the “viclous attack made on the 
city swimming pools Sdnday night, 
and reported in the morning paper.” 

“Dr. Ridley’s statements that’ 
there was gross immorality abuu- 
dant nightly at the city’s swimming 
pools and that the city officials were 
‘winking at it,’ is a malicious false- 
hood,” said Mr. Bailey. “It is true 
enough that our-force is not nu- 
merous enough, nor superhumanly 
discerning enough to keep all bad, 
or loose characters away ‘from 
pools. 

“But they are efficient and watch- 
ful enough to put such persons out 
of the pools and keep them. away 
if they see them ‘start anything.’ 
And that is done, consistently 
and whenever the occasion arises. 
+ If the reverend doctor was normally 
observant, he would know, as I 
know, that there is less immorality 
in practice at the swimming pools 
of the city than in the moving pic- 
ture houses, or on Whitehall street.” 

The attack of Dr. Ridley was re- 
sented by several members of coup- 
cil as “an assault on the character 
of Atlanta’s good women, who «avail 
themselves of the excellent and 
wholesome privifeges of the night 
swimming in the city’s parks.” 

Minister is Assailed. 

Councilman Alvin L Richards, in 
supporting the declarations of Mr. 
Bailey, and in expressing the con- 
fidence he said he believed Atlan- 
tans had in the park management, 
grew keen in his discussion of Dr. 
Ridley’s Sunday night sermon, say- 
ing: 

“A man, especially a minister of 
the gospel, who makes it his prac- 
tice to get drunk, has no right to 
dictate the morals of the people. 
The confession that he (Dr. Ridley) 
made upon his recent resignation 
from the pastorate of the very 
church in which he made his talk 
Sunday night fs enough to eliminate 
him as a moral mentor. And if that 
could not prove if, I. am sure it 
could }e proved on the outside, if 
necessary.

De Facto Government of 
Mexico Will Concentrate 
60,000 Troops Against 
Cantu—Surrender of 
Villa Complete. 


Mexico City, August 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.)}—Governor Este- 
ban Cantu, of Lower California, has 
declared himself in open rebellion, 
according to advices received by 
the war department today, as an- 
nounced to the Associated Press, by 
General Garcia. 

While declining to discuss plans 
for combating the movement, Gen- 
eral Garcia said the government 
could concentrate 60,000,men at any 
point in the republie where rebel- 
lion might break out. The theater 
of operations against Governor Can- 
tu probably ‘will be in the southern 
part of Lower California, not in the 
neighborhood of Mexicali, where it 
is thought Cantu would not attempt 
to force the issue. Efforts will be 
made to avoid conflict with United 
States authorities in any campaign 
against the Lower California gov- 
ernor, the general added. 

The declaration of rebellion, it 
was said, did not come direct from 
Cantu, but from other sources. Gov- 
ernor Cantu reported “no news” to 
the war department yesterday. 

Ne U. S. Arms for Cantu. 

Washington, August 2.— The 
American government has refused a 
request of Governor Cantu, of the 
northern district of Lower Califor- 
nia, for permission to import arms 
and ammunition from the United 
States for use in repelling the re- 
ported threatened occupation by 
Mexican provisional government 
forces. The request was made by a 
Washington representative of Gov- 
ernor Cantu. 

SURRENDER OF VILLA 
REPORTED COMPLETE. 

Washington, August 2.—The sur- 
render of Francisco Villa to the 
representatives of thé de La Huéfta | 
government is complete, according 
to reports, gaid to be authentic, for- } 
warded to the state department to- 
day by the American consul at Pie- 
dras Negras, just acroas the border 
from Eagle Pass, Texas. 

The consul stated that>Villa, ac- 
cording to the reports, would be 
given command of Rurales in the 
state of Chihuahua, that he would 
retain 206 men and that the remain- 
der of the men who had been in 
his army would demobolize or 
merge into the regular army at 


their will. 

Informatio nat Piedras Negras was 

that Villa left Sabinas, Coahuila, on 
July 30, marched overland to Bar- 
roteran, where he was to entrain 
his troops for Torreon, where they 
were to be disbanded. It was esti- 
mated that he:would reach Torreon 
about Wednesday. 
Mexico City newspapers of July 
30, published a report that 360 reb- 
els under General Marcos Juarez 
had disbanded at Oaxaca and that 
General Felix Diaz, nephew of the 
late President Porfirio Diaz, who 
for several yeass was in revolt 
against the Carranza administra- 
tion, had been deserted by the men 
who had served under him.

Washington, August 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—New: passenger 
fares probably will become effective 
August 20 and advanced freight 
rates August 25, according to a pro- 
gram outlined tonight by Alfred P. 
Thom, general counsel for the asso- 
ciation of railway executives. 


Simultaneously with the effet- 
tiveness of passenger fares, the in- 


and the new rates on excess bag- 
gage and milk alSo will be put into 
force. 

Railroad rate experts have begun 
the preparation of blanket rate 
schedules increasing the transpor- 
tationw~cost on a percentage basis. 
These will be presented to the in- 
terstate commerce commissien five 
days prior to the proposed effective 
dates. The rate sheets will be sup- 
plemented by printed tariffs con- 
taining rates for al] territories and 
on all commodities as soon as the 
physical task of working out the 
multitudinous details can be ac- 
complished.

Unprecedented 
Wave of Crime 
Sweeping U. S. 


Nine Sensational Capital 
Crimes or Suicides Have 
Been Committed in Past 
Two Months—Jealousy 
and Love the Inspiration.

New York, Augpyst 2.—Is the 
United States passing through a 
crime wave of unprecedented pro- 
portions, and is that crime wave due 
to a rapidéy falling standard of the 
value of human life; is it a re- 
flected action of the great war. or is 
itthe usual summer madness which 
psy .Ologists attribt:: the over- 
heated brains and distorted, 
twisted mentality? 

Whatever the cause, there have 
been committed in the past two 
months nine sensaflonal capital 
crimes—or suicides—which in their 
phases of brutality,esang-froid, or 
sheer mystery, have developed front 
page sensations for newspapers the 
country over. 

This, tod, is by no means a com- 
plete list. It is only a partial sum- 
mary of the class 1 murders or sui- 
cides.

Figures Given Do Not In- 
clude One Enumeration 
District, as It Was Not 
Returned—Statistics on 
Growth of Georgia. 


Washington, August 2.—Georgia’s 
1920 population, with the exception 
of one enumeration district not re- 
turned by the supervisor, is 2,893,- 
601, the census bureau announced 
today. Ten years ago the popula- 
tion was 2,609,121. 
growth for the+ten years was 10.9 
per cent, about 7 per cent less than 
the increase of ten years ago. 

In numbers, Georgia’s population 
increase was 284,480, the smallest 
numerical increase since the dec- 
ade ending with 1870, but more than 
two-thirds as large as the increase 
ten years ago. 

Some Georgia Figures. 

In 1910 Georgia ranked as the 
tenth most populous state in the 
union. It showed an increase of 
392,790, or 17.7 per cent for the ten 
years ending with 1910. The nu- 
merical increase was the largest in 
its history. Georgia’s largest rela- 
tive increase was 97.1 per cent in 
the decade 1790-1800. When the 


‘first federal census was taken in 


1790 Georgia had a population of 
$2,548, and it ranked then~ as~gev- 
enteenth among the states and fter- 
ritories. ' 


In area Georgia ranked as twen- 
tieth among the states in 1910, with 
a@ land area of 58,725 square miles, 
making its population average 44.4 
per square mile, compared with an 
average of 30.9 per square mile for 
the country as a. whole. 

Georgia was one of the 13 original 
colonies, adopted its state constitu- 
tion in 1777 and ratified the federal 
constitution in 1788, During the first 
60 years from the first cénsus in 
1790 to 1880,- the rate of inchease 
in Georgia’s population was much 
higher than in the following: sixty 
years, ending with 1910. During the 
first 60° years, the rate of increase 
did not fall below 38 per cent in 
any decade and the population at 
the end of the period was nearly 11 
times as large as at the beginning. 
Second Sixty Yi 7 
During the second 60 years the 
rates of increases ranged from 12 
per cent to 30.2 per cent and the 
population in 1910 was somewhat 
less than three times that of 1880. 
Comparison of the rates of in- 
crease for the state with those. for 
the United States shows that dur- 
ing each decade from 1790 to 1840 
the rate of increase for the state 
was higher than that for the United 
States. From 1840 to 1910 the rate 
for the state was lower than for 
the country as a whole, except in 
the decade 1870-80 when the state’s 
rate was slightly higher. 
The population of Georgia in 
1910 was a little more than 31% 
times as large as in 1790, when the 
first census was taken, while the 
population of the United States in 
1910 was 23 times that of 1790.

FURTHER FREIGHT 
RAISE NECESSARY 


Bugg Says This Will Be Re- 
quired to Balance Salary 
Increases. 


That an additional 14 per cent plus 
the 25 per cent increase in freight 
rates granted the railroads by the 
interstate commerce commission 
will be necessary to counterbalance 
the $618,000,000 annual increase to 
railway employees, was the opinion 
of BB. &. Bugg, president of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad. ‘The roads were granted 
a 20 per cent increase in freight 
rates and 20 per cent increase in 
passenger fares. 

Mr. Bugg declares that the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic can 
not meet the increase in their pay 
rolls by the boost to the freight 
and passenger rates accorded them 
and that he did not believe that 
any of the other roads could do so. 
The Southern road demanded an 
increase of 38.91 per cent, according 
to Mr. Bugg.

The original application of the railroads 
for rate of invrease to enable them to meet 
the operating conditic:.. existing, prior to 
the recent wage award in the several dis- 
tricts were based on the freight revenues 
only ands were for the following Berceut- 
ages: Eastern district, 29.75 per cent;

It was made clear at the time of this 
application that these percentages did not 
anticipate the wage award to be handed 
down-and which was handed down July 20.

Freight and switching revenues to /be 
increased sufficiently to yield the balance 
of the revenue required to meet the in- 
creased operating expenses due to the labor 
board award in addition to the percentage 
of increase already proposed. 

After making provision for the increases 
in passenger fares, bagcage rates, milk 
rates, etc., it was estimated that the fol-- 
lowing additional percentages of increase 
would be required on freight revenue to be 
added to the increases. proposed in the 
original application: Eastern district; 10 
per cent; southern district, 8.57 per cent; 
western district, 8.23 per cent. 

These, added to the original percentages 
proposed would make a total freight in- 
crease for the several districts as follows: 
Eastern district, 39.75 per cent: sonthern 
district, 38.91 per cent; western district. 
32.03 per cent. 

The increases allowed by the commission 
are as follows: Eastern district, 40 per 
cent; sothern district, 25 per cent: western 
district (east of Rocky Mountains), 35 per 
cent; western district (west of Rocky Moun- 
tains), 25 per cent. ’ 

The increases in passenger fares will not 
produce the relative amount of revenue in 
the ‘southern district as it wil in the east- 
ern and northern, because the volume of 
passenger traffic in the south is not so 
dense as in those regions. 

The additional revenue proposed on milk 
traffic will amount to practically nothing 
in the south because the traffic of that 
character is only nominal. 

In like manner the amount of revenue 
that would be produced by the surcharge 
on Pullman traffic will be proportionately 
less in the south’than in the more popu- 
lous regions of. the cast and north, because 
that traffic is less dense in the south than 
in those regions.

Peachtree to Broad Barred 
Vehicles by Council 
Monday. 


Marietta street, from Peachtree 
street to Broad, was made a nen- 
parking area by the ordinance pass- 
ed by city council at the session 
Monday afternoon.. An ordinance 
was also passed creating a non- 
parking area on the south side of 
Marietta street, directly in fron 
of the federal Reserve bank. | 

The ordinance regarding the park- 
ing situation on arietta street, 
introduced by Councilman Alvin L 
Richards, were four in number, di- 
viding the street into four sections, 
from Peachtree to Broad, from 
Broad to Forsyth, from Forsyth to 
Cone and the area in front of the 
Federal Reserve bank. The Broad 
to Forsyth and Forsyth to Cone or- 
dinances were tabled. 

Councilman Coych voiced protest 
against the passage of the non- 
parking regulation on any section 
of Marietta street, since, he said,

AT FLEEING BURGLAR 


U.S. WOULD TAKE PART’ 
N POLAND CONFERENCE 


And Other Problems Affect- 
ing European Peace, If In- 
vited, It Is Stated. 


BY HUDSON HAWLEY, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, August 2.—The Unit- 
ed States government would. be 
willing to participate in a general 
conference on the Russo-Poliish sit- 


uation and other problems afiect- 
ing European peace, in the view 
cf responsible state departinent of- 
ficials as expressed here today. 

That is to say, it would it it were 
invited to take part. Although press 
reports declared that ihe French 
charge d’affaires, Comte de Bearn, 
has been instructed to “sound gut” 
this government's attitude toward 
participating in such a conference, 
the state” department has as yet 
heard nothing. But wheu the invi- 
tation or “feeler” does come 
through the government will not 
be slow to accept and will take 
an active interest in the question 
of festoring some semblance of or- 
der and security in Europe. 


Country Actively Concerned. 


The governmental view seéms to 
be that the United States is still 
activcly concerned with the secur- 
ing of the fruits of the treaty of 
Versailles. It would certainly want 
to te in-a position to have a say, 
instead of merely listening in, if, for 
example, the question of the Polish 
boundaries was raised at the moot- 
ed conference. 

The authority of the state de- 
partment and the executive, it is 
held, remains unimpaired for the 
purpose of treaty negotiations, re- 
gaidless of the failure of the svnate 
to ratify the treaty of Versaijiles al- 
ready negotiated. Having’ by its 
aivocacy helped to bring the te- 
public of Poland into the world, the 
United States has, in the view of 
those in contro] of its dtplomatic 
aestiny, not only a right, but a duty 
to be “in on” any conserence st 
which the life of Poland might con- 
ceivably be threatened. 

Fear Bolshevism Spread. 

But beyond any immediate ques- 
tion of che fate of Poland at the 
hands of the bolshevist invaders is+4 
the government’s concern over the 
possible spread of the bolshevist 
menace over Germany and on into 
the allied countries along the west 
coast of Europe. This, its spokes- 
men assert, would constitute an 
even greater menace to the pros- 
perity and well-being of the United 
States than the success of the Ger- 
man armies in their drive of 
March, 1918, would have created. 

Because o/ the nature of the bol- 
shevist method of making warfare, 
by propaganda fully as much as by 
arms and even more ‘leadly whan 
made “by the former method, the 
EOvernment view is that this couns- 
try can not afford to sit still andj 
watch other nations do the dealing 
with the soviet government, ou: 
Should seize the first opportunity 
offered by the allied powers to 
make its views known dnd its tin- 
fluence felt, once the holding of a 
conference to deal with the Russo- 
Polish and other kindred situations 
is formally proposed. 


HELP FOR TWO WOMEN 
* ASKED BY CHARITIES 


_ The Associated Charities is seek- 
ing charitably disposed people who 
will render aid to two destitute 
women.

St. Louis, August 2.—For twen- 
ty-four hours Robert Stansbury, a 
16-year-old boy, was kept alive at 
the St. Louis city hospital after 
his paralyzed lungs had ceased. to 
function. 

Six doctors, working in relays, 
pumped air in the non-functioning 
lungs and the heart and pulse con- 
tinued’ to beat regularly and nor- 
mally. 

Twenty-four hours to the min- 
ute from the time the experiment 
was started the body was de- 
clared the loser in the unique bat- 
tle with death. 

Stansbury was operated on for 

mastoiditis at 4 p. m. Sunday. As 
the operation was completed, the 
boy stopped breathing. It was first 
believed the condition was caused 
from the anaesthetic. The boy's 
heart was functioning perfectly. 
* The condition.continued and the 
anaesthetic theory was discarded 
and! the doctors started a vain 
search search for the cause. 

A pulmotor was rushed into ac- 
tion and the lungs, started to work. 

Meantime the doctors attempted 
to discover why the lungs had be- 
come paralyzed during an opera- 
the ear. The theory 
was advanced that a nerve was 
severed which led from the brain 
to the. lungs. ~ 

The doctors continued to operate 
the pulmotor hour after hour. Stans- 
bury’s condition sreemed perfectly 
normal until Monday noon, then the 
heart began to show signs of strain. 
Air was substituted for oxygen, 
which had been the lungs only food. 
He rallied again and the doctors 
thought that they had won against 
death. : 

The rally was short and he died 
one day after he had actually stop- 
ped breathing. 


MOB LYNGHES NEGR 
FORMURDER OF WOMAN 


Center, Texas., August 2.—Lige 
Daniels, a negro, charged with the 
murder of Mrs, Maggie Hall, was 
taken from the county jail here late 
today by a mob of over a thousand 
men and lynched from a tree in the 


court house yard. The mob wreck- 
ed the steel cell to get at the negro. 

The lynching followed announce- 
ment by officers of a full confession 
made to the grand jury now in ses- 
Sion and also to the district attor- 
ney, it was said. 

Unconscious, with her skull 
crushed and her body bruised and 
lacerated, Mrs. Hall, the wife of a 
well-known farmer living near Cen- 
ter, was found at a lonely spot last 
Thursday night. She was brought 
here for medical attention, but died 
Friday. 

Captain W. A. Bridges, command- 
ing company L, Seventh cavalry, 
received wire instructions from 
Austin to protect the negro and 
prevent the lynching, but he was 
unable to find any members of his 
company in time for mobilization. 

The crowd dispersed after the 
lynching and the town resumed its 
normal appearance, 


Soldiers Are Called 
W hen 400 Alien Negroes. 
Demonstrate at Miami 


Miami, Fka., August 2.—Forty 
men of the second Florida national 
guard, heavily armed, are co-gper- 
ating with the police tonight in pre- 
serving order in the negro settle- 
ment of Miami. 

They were called out today after 
Mayor William Pruden Smith ob- 
tained the sanction of the adjutant 
general because of a demonstration 
by more than 480 alien negroes from 
the Bahama Islands following the 
arrival from Ormond, Fla., of the 
body of Herbert Brooks, who is al- 
leged to have attacked a white 
woman here Friday. The negroes 
professed to believe Brooks had 
been killed by a mob and did not 
leap from the moying train on 
which he was being transported to 
Jacksonville Saturday for safe- 
keeping, and made threats of ven- 
geance. 

Brooks was a British subject and 
British Vice Consul A, A. H. Hub- 
bard demanded an autopsy. This 
was conducted by Dr. E. K. Jaudon, 
county physician, and revealed 
nothing of a sensational nature. 
The body was identified as Brooks’ 
body.

WPANESE SMUGGLED. 
NTO UNITED STATES 


Tacoma, Washington, August 2.— 
Definite location of the“underground 
system” on the Pacific coast by 
which “thousands of Japanese are 
smuggled into . the United States 
yearly” was announced here today 
by Congressmans Albert Johnson, 
chairman of the house sub-commit- 
tee on immigration and naturaliza- 
tion, which reassembled here today 
to investigate Japanese Activities in 
the northwest. 

“Until we came to the northwesi 
we had only an indefinite idea of 
the operations by which Japanese 
are being brought surreptitiously 
into the United States,’ said Chair- 
man Johnson. “Now we have the 
key, so to speak. We have found 
that the Japanese unJerground sys- 
tem begins at Kokohama. From 
thence it leads to Honolulu and ex- 
tends across the Pacific to Guaya- 
mas on the Gulf of California. 

“Here, either by water or across 
the border, the Japanese invaders 
are smuggled into the Unitea 
States. A perfect system of esc6rts 
has been established. In Honolulu 
and at Guaymas, posts have been 
established which take care’of the 
details of the smuggling. Mexican 
guards are Known to have  0»been 
bribed with .$10 at the Unitea 
States-Mexican border. The same 
careful system of escort has been 
established both at Yokohama and 
Honolulu. 

“Once the Japanese is smuggled 
into California. he is taken in tow 
by some member of the Japanese 
association, branches of which are 
in Oregon and Washington. He is 
taken to the bank and his credit 
established by a substantial deposit. 

-"Then he goes out into the vine- 
yards or into the agricultural dis- 
tricts and hides for 5 years. At the 
expiration of this time he can come 
out of seclusion. If he is question- 
ed by the government authrgities as 
to his residence here he can quickly 
establish this by taking ‘the 
authorities to the bank where 5 
years before he made his first de- 
posit. This establishes his bona fide 
residence of 5 years a8 required by 
statute.” 

“The Japanese associations In the 
various cities make no record for 
government observation of any of 
these unlawful entries into the 
country,” Congressman Johnson 
continued. 

“We have not been able to find 
one secretary of a Japanese asso- 
c'ntion who can furnish us with 
any information as to how variou 
members of his association cam 
into the United States. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we are positive that 
these associations, in Washington, 
Orezxon and California, are aiding 
in the surreptitious system of Japa- 
nese entry into the United States. 


“These Japanese associations pro- |. 


tect their countrymen’ who are 
smuggled in, and we know it to be 
a fact. The United States authori- 
ties are perfectly cognizant of a 
route of this underground system 
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of unlawful transportation. and wtil- 
take some action at once.”. | | 

Samue! Hill, capitalist of Seattle, 
read a statement discouraging any 
legislation that would estrarge 
Japan and the United States or im- 
pair trade relations. 

Replying to.questiogs, he said if 
the United States would “send a 
diplomatic message to the govern-. 
ment of Japan, setting forth the 
conditions existing with regard to 
smuggling of Japanese, [ am sure, 
from my experience with the Jap- 
anese government _ officials that 
something would be done at once.” 

Mr. Hill called as a witness Frank 
Terrace, who is identified with or- 

anized labor in Seattle, who testi- 

ed he did not believe labor was 
interested in the Japanese question.

and deserts expressed his conclu- 
sion in “What’s the use?” or words 
to that effect, and wired De La 
Huerta, provisional president of 
Mexico, that he was ready to sur- 
render. 

Which pleased Huerta immense- 
ly—so immensely that he replied 
that Villa should report to Gen- 
eral Martinez as a section hand, 
immune from harm at the hands of 
the government. 

Villa did as ordered; and is now 
pain, ordinary Mexican Citizen 
Villa. 

No firing squad for him! 

He is, from all outward appear- 
ances, *»ne Indian that violated tra- 
dition by becoming a good Indian 
while: living. 

It is to be hoped, of course, that 
his’ alleged and professed reforma- 
tion is genuine; that his conversion 
to good citizenship will stick; that 
he will never “backslide” and hie 
himself again to the mountains at 
the head of such a band of outlaws 
as he probably could marshal at 


any hour of the day or night, at}! 


will. 

It is probably significant of good 
judgment and wise discretion on 
Huerta’s part that the one-time 
bandit’s surrender was accepted in 
the spirit in which it was tendered; 
that Villa was taken at his word, 
in good faith, and restored to Mex- 
ican society whole-skinned, and in 
a sense put upon his honor as a 
man and.a Mexican. 

With all his multitudinous faults, 
it must be said of Villa that hs is 
a man of remarkable resourceful- 
ness, great powers of leadership, 
highly-developed executive ability 
of a certain order, and that if he 
really wants to, he undoubtedly can 
become a most useful] citizen and a 
Mexican of tremendous inftuence 
for good. 

It is well, perhaps, that he be 


given the chance he seems to crave}. 


—at least, that he has asked for. 
But a probation period, rather 
extenuated, will not hurt him; and 
during it the lawful powers that be 
in Mexico will do well to apply to 
Villa the advice of Josh Billings, 
regarding a dead mule: “When 
called upon pray for a dead mule 
always pray near the head!”

A SAFE VACATION. 

WHAT TO EAT ON A VACATION. 

Although “overwork” and a need- 
ed rest are the conventional’' ex- 
cuses for a vacation, work does no- 
body harm, and rarely does one g0 
on a vacation to rest. The salutary 
objects of a vacation, if any, are 
these: (1) An opportaonity to bathe 
in the sun, which stimulates metab- 
olism, increases the amount of hem- 
oglobin and the number of red cor- 


puscles tn the blood, improves sleep. 
(2) The occasion for getting some 
exercise in the open air every day 
without spoiling the crease in your 
pants or wearing out your $20 
shoes. (3) The right to sweat at 
will without scandalizing the com- 
munity. (4) A chance to enjoy the 
novelty of an alterative diet. 
This is the first time I have 
pulled a genuine ninety-warp med- 
ical term in a good While. A doctor 
ig entitled to air his profound 
learning now and then. Usually I 
try to explain the meaning of a 
medica] term the instant I perpe- 
trate it, but this time I'm stuck; no- 
body can explain what alterative 
means—that is why we keep the 
word in the medical lexicon. An 
alterative medicine is something 
like ginger pop or sarsaparilla or 
lemon sour—it changes your symp- 
toms: if you are tired of your ~res- 
ent symptoms you simply turn them 
in and get some new ones.

Personal friendship, of that true 
variety that holds and binds through 
sunshine and shadows, transcends 
politics—and that is the thought 
that impelled the friends of the 
governor, who arranged this private 
conference. For behind the great, 
irresistible tide for Governor Dor- 
sey to make the race for the sen- 
ate, in the name of true and unde- 
filed democracy, there revolved 
questions of personal sacrifice that 
| he felt imperatively essential should 
be discussed 4nd analyzed by a rep- 
resentative gathering of those in 
whose fudgment he could trust and 
be guided. 

Dr. Bush, one of these friends, 
has now written an open letter ts 
The Atlanta Journal, for publication, 
declaring that twenty-five of those 
friends voted against Governor Dor- 
sey entering the race. 

I shall not discuss the propriety 
or the ethics, under the circum- 
stances, of Dr. Bush’s published 
card. That is his own personal 
affair.

231,877, if history repeats itself in 
this instance. 
tion fixed at 2.893,601, and with an- 
other district to be heard from and 
ed to the total, Georgia’s con- 
gressmen would remain unaffected 
as to number and there would be 
an increase almost sufficiently 
large to compose a major fractio 
and thus to raise the number o 
legislators to thirteen. 

In the event of there heing no 
reapportionment of res, the 
State would. with its newly-an- 
nounced census total, be entitled to 
fourteen congressmen, the  four- 
teenth representing not a full 211,- 
877, but a major fraction of that 
number. 

The situation then resolves itself 
into this— - 

Twelve Congressmen. 

If the usual increase of approxi- 
mately 20,000 population per repre- 
Sentative is made in 1921, Geor- 
gia will still be entitled to twelve 
representatives. 

If the increase to be made is 
short by approximately 5,000; that 
is, if the intrease is in the neigh- 
borhood of 15,000—the state will be 
entitled to twelve congressmen with 
a major fraction in excess that will 
add a thirteemth representative to 
the list. 

One thing that is certain, how- 
ever, is that there will be a realign- 
ment of the gtate’s twelve congres- 
sional districts in the eyent thatthe 
number of congressmen remains 
unchanged. A large number of ru- 
ral“ tounties have shown decreases, 
while the big centers of population 
have made the heaviest gains, and 
the fact that there is a general and 
decided swing of population from 
the country to the city would make 
it necessary to realign the districts 
if the law did not require such a 
step. 

Dr. Davis on Job. 


That Dr. W. A. Davis, state sta- 
tistician of the board of health, is 
right on the job, is indicated by the 
fact that his estimate of the popu- 
lation of Georgia was within 4,046 
of the actual figures announced by 
the census bureau Monday. Basing 
his estimate on the 133 counties 
previously reported, Dr. Davis had 
figured the total population at 2,- 
897,647. The census figure was 2,- 
893,601, with one or two small pop- 
ulation areas to be added, which 
may bring the figures almost to 
Dr. Davis’ estimate. 

The population in 1900 was 2,- 
216,331; in 1910, 2,609,121, an in- 
crease for that decade of 17.27 per 
cent. If the same rate of increase 
had been maintained the _ state 
should have shown in 1920 a popula- 
tion of 3,060,716. As the popula- 
tion this year, was taken several! 
months earlier. in the year than 
decennial censuses hitherto, this 
figure would have been reduced to 
2,995,000, The actual returns have 
fallen about 102,000 short of this, 
and show a percentage increase for 
the decade of 11.35.

Georgia Cotton 
Improves 4 Points, 
According to Report 


The outstanding feature of the 
cotton report issued yesterday by 
the co-operative crop reporting serv- 
ice for Georgia (a@ union agency of 
the Georgia department of agricul- 
ture, J. J. Brown, commissioner, and 
United States bureau of crop esti- 
mates, L. M. Estabrook, chief), was 
an improvement of 4 points in 
condition. This represents approxi- 
mately 400,000 pounds of lint cotton. 
The increase during the past two 
months has been very unusual, and 
has practically no parallel in his- 
tory. During the month of July, 
there is uSually a decline- of 1 or 
more pointg in the crop. 

The southern portion of the state 
enjoyed extremely favorable con- 
ditions. The dry weather enabled 
the farmers to get in and cultivate 
very rapidly and more often than at}: 
any previous time. This has held 
the weevil very well in check, and 
it is only within the past week since 
the rains that it is reported as being 
very active in that section. Condi-, 
tions in north and northwest Geor- 
‘gia were not very favorable. Condi- 
northeast section shares the fine 
prospect of the balance of the state. 
The boll weevil is now present in 
practically all of the cotton counties 
and is beginning to do very serious 
damage in the upper belt. 

Upon the outcome of the race be- 
tween the maturing cotton and the 
weevil, depends our final outcome 
of the season. Cotton is still from 
ten to twenty days late, but is gain- 
ing in the upper portions of the 
state, where rainfall has been 
heavy. The usual] disease and insect 
pests are not as prevalent as usual 
with the exception of red spider in 
the northeast. The state condi- 
— might be summarized as fol- 
ows: 

The trend is upward, but the rapid 
increase of the weevil will be more 
than likely to effect this, and may 
result in very decided deterioration 
during the coming period. Sections 
which did not suffer severely from 
the invasion last season are likely 
to get a real taste of weevil damage 
in the next two weeks.

Washington, August 2.—Increase 
of more than a million bales in the 
prospective production of cotton 
over the indicated yield a month 
ago was forecast today by the de- 
partment of agriculture. A totalof 
12,519,000 bales was estimated from 
the condition of the cropsJuly 25, 
while 11,450,000 bales was forecast 
from the condition July 25.

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Advance Should Have 
No Appreciable Effect 
on the Prices of Most 
Products. 


Washington, August 2.—Railroad 
rate increases authorized by the 
interstate commerce commission 
“should have no appreciable effect 
on the prices of the vast majority 
of things which the ordinary con- 
sumer purchases,” according to an 
analysis of the possible effect of the 
advanced rates made public tonight 
by W. Jett Lauck, econmist for 
the railroaf labor organizations. At 
the same time, Mr. Lauck asserted 
that “there would have been no 
occasion for so large an advance” 
if the roads had been better man- 
aged, made free of “water” in capi- 
talization, and were “not themselves 
the victims of profiteers to the ex- 
tent of $500,000,000 a year” in pur- 
chase of supplies and equipments. 

No Occasion for Alarm. 

“Still there is no occasion for 
alarm in the prospect of an addi- 
tion of a billion and a half dollars 
to the annual transportation bill 
of the country,” the statement said, 
provided this item is not multiplied 
four or five times before it is pre- 
sented to the people for payment. 
For instance, by no possible com- 
putation can the increased freight 
rates be made to justify an increase 
of one cent per pound in the pfice 
of meat, or five cents per pair 4n 
the price of shoes, or ten cents in 
the price of a syjt of clothes, or 
one-fourth of one cent in the price 
of a loaf of bread. Hence the pub- 
lic should be informed, and the 
forces of government should be on 
guard to see that no unjustifiable 
burden is imposed on the people as 
a result of the imterstate commerce 
commission’s solution of the finan- 
cial problems of the railroads. 

Coal, Mr. Lauck said, was one 
commodity the price of which would 
be “directly and appreciably in- 
creased” to the consumers by the 
rate advance, the amount being 
from 75 cents to $1.35 per ton. 
Including all of the transportation 
costs entering into wholesale meat 
prices, he asserted, naming the haul- 
ing of feed to cattle and the move- 
ment of live stock before killing, 


the maximum effect of the advance f 


would be less than one cent a pound. 
On flour, he said, the increased cost 
at Philadelphia would amount to 33 
cents a. barrel, while on 4 suit of 
clothes made on the Atlantic coast 
and— retailed on the Pacific, the 
increased freight would amount to 
nine cents. 
What Industries Could Do.

Athens will be host to several thou- 
sand farmers of the eighth con- 
gressional district who will gather 
at the Georgia State College of Ag- 
riculturej at 10:30 o’clock Tuesday 
morning, August 3, to hear an ad- 
dress by Hon. J. W. Coverdale, sec- 
retary of the American Farm Bu- 
reau federation. 

The program also includes an ad- 
dress on “Georgia’s Greatest Opn- 
portunity,” by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, 
and short talks by Mrs. Bessie S. 
Wood and P. W. Chapman. James 
W. Morton, of Athens, president of 
the Georgia Farm Bureau federation 
and a member of the executive com- 
mittee of the national federation, 
will preside.

Thirteen varieties of al- 
falfa and many fertilizer experi- 
ments will prove of interest and 
the poultry flock that laid five and 
one-half tons of eggs last year will 
he visited.

URGES SOCAL SERVICE 
~ DEPT. FOR FRANCE 


BY EDWIN HULLINGER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Paris, August 2.—Because 6f a 
lack of proper accouchements for 
bourgeois mothers, the middle clags 
birth rate of France is suffering a 
avoidable check at a time when the 
greatest need of the country is in- 
creased population, in the opinion 
of Professor. Pinard, deputy from 
Paris. 

As a remedy for the_ situation, 
Pinard has introduced a bill to cre- 
ate a social service department to 
operate throughout France, which 
would send doctors and trained 
nurses to Bourgeois homes, at . fees 
within reach. A large part of the 
expense of such a department would 
be defrayed by annual ‘dues from 
homes, in return for which sub- 
scribers would have the right {to 
command the services of experts. 

“The existing maternity hospitais 
are either prohibitively expensive 
or they are charity institutions, to 
which pride prevents recourse,” said 
Pinard. “A Bourgeois father recent- 
ly searched vainly for a week be- 
tween the two extremes. Large hos- 
pitals demanded fabulous sums, 
such as 3000 francs for medical at- 
tention and 100 francg daily for 
care. The father w ashamed 
to send his wife to the free public 
clinics. Unfortunately, such in- 
stances are not exceptional 

“Bxperiences like this discourage 
maternity at a time when it is most 
important to place a premium on it. 
Personally, I am opposed to the 
present scheme of maternity hos- 
pitals, which place a holy procedure 
on a purely commercial basis. i re- 
gard the American method of child 
birth in the home, with skilled at- 
tendance, where the mother is in 
close touch with her loved ones, as 
infinitely superior.”

The plant is owned principally 
by Alexander Smith Cochrane. He 
inherited the fortune of his uncle, 
Warren B. Smith, which included 
the carpet factory, in 1903. 

Cochrane, who has just been 
graduated from Yale, is said to 
have set about studying his job 
from both a sociological and in- 
dustrial point of view, with the 
idea that strikes and discontent 
were not necessary. He cut work- 
ing hours and raised wages, and 
established a profit-sharing system.

Pino members of the editorial staffs 
of these papers walking out. 

The striking natives assert that 
the articles epublished in the Ameri- 
can newspapers tend to belittle the 
Filipinos in the eyes of visiting 
members of the foreign relations 
committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives. 

As a result of the strike no Sun- 
day morning issues of The Times 
was printed, while The Bulletin 
and Cable News-American appear- 
ed in abbreviated form. They were 
published with the assistance of 
American soldiers and civilians. 

Beginni Tuesday, the _ three 
American Journals will print one 
community paper, it was announced. 

Employees in a number of indus- 
tries hAve announced their inten- 
tion of striking in sympathy with 
the Filipino printers and newspaper 
men. 


IMPORTS OF FOOD 
INTO UNITED STATES 


Washington, August 2.—Imports 
of foodstuffs into the United States 
during the fiscal year just ended 
increased by more than $680,000,000 
over 1919, while exports of food- 
stuffs in 1920 show a decrease of 
more than $360,000,000, according 
to foreign trade figures issued to- 
day by «the department of com- 
merce. 

Foodstuffs imported during 1920 
totaled $1,513,776,309 compared with 
$882,422,991 in 1919. Exports of the 
game commodities in 1920 amount- 
ea to $2,.141,193,130, as against $2,- 
502,852,400 during 1919. 

Crude matesials for use in man- 
ufacturitig imported in 1920 totaled

against. $1,226,395,137 in 1919. 

Exports of manufacturers ready 
for consumption during. 1920

Exports 
of manufacturers for further use 
in manufacturing amounted to $991,- 
920,628 during 1920, and imports to- 
taled $800,713,283.

The criticism was started when 
Sir Worthington Evans introduced 
a measure authorizing the appropri- 
ation of six million pounds as Eng- 
land’s share of the allied loan to 
Germany, to be made in return for 
coal deliveries. Evans stated Great 
Britain would not receive a single 
ton of coal, but had agreed to pro- 
vide 24 per cent of the total loan in 
the interests of allie@a good will. 

Lord Robert Cecil declared the 
loan arrangements indicated the re- 
paration clauses of the treaty are 
unworkable in some _ respects and 
difficult to justify. Several speak- 
érs taunted the premier with the 
remark, “Make England Pay.”
